a) Noted he had seen Amb. Gruber yesterday and the Amb. 
had raised the subject of organizing the Hungarian refugee 
military types. The Director said he realized this would present 
quite a problem since he did not know of any country where these 
people could be maintained. Mr, Kirkpatrick pointed out that 
one of the biggest p roblems would be to keep them occupied, 

Mr, Helms noted that I ~| are working 

full time on what use CIA can make of these refugees and the 
Director asked that he be furnished a very brief memorandum of 
our thinking in order to have a ready reference in case he is 
asked what action CIA is taking in this regard. 


c) Stated we should make every effort to step up our 
intelligence collection activities in the satellites and in 
particular, Czechoslovakia and Bulgaria, and asked Mr. Helms to: 


e) Noted he had also spoken to Amb, Gruber about RFE in 
Austria and the Ambassador indicated we should not be concerned, 
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f) Asked Mr* Kirkpatrick to obtain for him a transcript 
of his briefing before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee*

number of calls from our people requesting permission to sponsor 
Hungarian refugees and said pending anything to the contrary. 
Security had been advising that sponsorship should be handled as 
in the case of other aliens* Col, White also commented that 
apparently some of our employees are under the impression that 
a number of these refugees are domestics, which is not the fact.
